WORSE THA.fl GRAND OPERA. 
The government's shipping board 


makes report on trips its vessels 
made in March.

188 voyages, and on these a net loss 
of $3,704,155 was sustained.

000, but there is an explanation to 
the effect that more voyages were 
made in March, it being a longer 
month.

TEN DOLLARS A MONTH. 


There is a reported item in the 


Macon county hospital accounts that 
claims our attention; it tells about 
the sum paid tor food in the insti- 
tution in the month of March. This 
is given as $2,329.02. 
An average 


of 214 persons were fed each day. 


This is a little more than $10 a 


month for food for each person. At 
the hospital they have some whose 
appetites are not vigorous, but in 
these cases there is need that ths 
food supplied be made dainty, and 
usually this is expensive. 


It occurs to one that in this item 


the hospital managers make a show- 
ing that is almost unbelievably good. 
At this rate a family of five in the 
home should get its food for $50 a 
month. 
But one ventures a guess 


that the family in the home is un- 
able to make such favorable show- 
ing. 
Of course there are families 


that get along with less, but it is 
because they must, and in doing it 
they are undernourisned. 


But we learn from the hospital re- 


port that food per person per month 
can be kept right at ?in. We didn't 
know this was possible. 


TO HELP PASS THE 
TIME. 


For several days there were stories 


of duck hunting on our city lake, and 
of course thes9 were called to the 
attention of Deputy Game Warden 
Thomas Nolan. 
He proceeded to 


investigate. 


We are told that when the game 


warden got around to these witness- 
es they backed up on stories they 
had been telling the reporter. 
Af- 


ter the warden finished with them

Ing. 


It is an experience that one fre-

HOW TO READ PULSE. 


BY DR. R, H. HISHOP. 


If a doctor were not within easy 


call and someone 
felt 
sick 
and 


seemed to have some fever, could 
you determine his condition to Borne 
degree by reading his pulse? 


The normal pulse is usually about 


72 beats to the minute and gives a 
single strong, but soft impulse. In 
certain diseases this 
becomes dou- 


bled, or irregular or hard and small, 
or so soft that one can hardly feel 
it. 


In fever the 
pulse rate increases 


about eight beats for 
every degree 


of temperature; thus, at 102 degrees 
F. one expects a pulse rate of 100 
or above. This is one way to mea- 
sure 
your temperature or that of 


anyone that might feel ill in 
your 


family if a clinical thermometer Is 
not at hand. 


Ot course this mothod is not al- 


ways accurate and a suspicious tern- 


perature should always be measured 
by the clinical thermometer. 


Typhoid fever is one of the excep- 


tions to this rule and a high tem- 
perature with 
a slow pulse should 


make one suspect the presence 
of 


this disease. 


Pressure on the brain center, as in 


apoplexy, or fracture of 
the skull, 


a'so produces a slow pulse. 
So does 


severe 
jaundice. 
Irregular 
pulse 


sometimes indicates organic trouble 
and should be looked into by a phys- 
ician. 


The normal new-born baby has a 


pulso rate of from 120 to 140, which 
is characterized by the 
uniformity 


and quickness of the Impulse; that 
is, the rebounds you can feel in the 
adult pulse are absent. 


The baby's high 
rate 
ot 
pulse 


gradually decreases with time, until 
at the end of two years, it is a rate 
little above the adult normal and a 
normal type ot Impulse.

It consists of two carborundum 


detectors energized by a local bat- 
tery current. One detector is adjust- 
ed to a high degree of sensitiveness 
and the other t0 a lesser degree 


When a heavy charge of static en- 


ters the aerial, the crashing sounds 
are somewhat eliminated by the re- 
action process of the ciystal rectifi- 
ers 
But the incoming signals are 


likewise weakened 


In tropical countries, where one 


ordinarily can receive transmission 
from a station 500 mile's away, it Is 
at times impossible to receive even 
ten miles on account of static inter- 
ference 


To reduce static interference to a 


minimum, most transmitting appara- 
tus today employ a 500 or 600-cycle 
note—one having a high-pitched mu- 
sical sound. Static comes In on a 
very low pitch 


A good way to cut down on static 


interference is to employ the least 
possible degree of coupling betwean 
the primary and secondary wind- 
ings of the receiving tuner to the 
lowest point where the signals you 
wish to copy are still audible 


Don't ferret to see that there Is 


a good lightning switch on the aerial 
connection 'carting Into the house. 
Not only 15 this necessary to com- 
ply with the rules of the fire under- 
writers but it is a cieat protection 
for the hou^e 
making the aerial 


ground act as a lightning rod
